MOST DARING OUTRAGE AND 


ASSAULT. 


The attention of the reader will bo 


arrested by the proceedings iu the H. 
of Representatives, on Saturday, on the 
motion to arrest General Houston for 
an assault upon the Hon. Mr. Stunber- 
ry, a member of that body from Ohio. 
The pretext for this outrage was the 
remarks which Mr. Stanberry deemed 
it proper lo make in the House, rela- 
tive to the contract for f u r n i s h i n g ra- 
tions to emigrant Indians, contempla- 
ted by Gen Houston with Major Eaton. 
That the reader may know what was 
said, we here .give his remarks. Mr.S. 
said, 


"The superintendent of the Cumber- 


land Road is not the only officer who 
has been suffered to continue in office 
after proofs of his transgressions had 
reached the President. 
Was the late 


Secretary of War removed in conse- 
quence of his attempt, fraudulently, to 
give to Governor Houston the contract 
for Indian rations ? I derive my know- 
ledge of this transaction not from the 
columns of the Telegraph. 
The whole 


affair was known to me at the time it 
took place. 
The editor of the Tele- 


graph gives himself too much credit 
for defeating this attempted fraud. 
I 


understood that it was in consequence 
of the remonstrances of the delegate 
from Arkansas, that the contract was 
not completed. There is one fact, how 
ever, for which I am indebted !o the 
Telegraph ; and that is, that the Presi- 
dent had full knowledge of the business, 
and that it did not meet with his disap- 
probation." 


Upon reading the report of Mr. Stan- 


berry's speech in the Intelligencer, Mr. 
Houston addressed him a note, through 
a member of Congress, from Tennes- 
see, demanding an explanation. 
Mr. 


Stanberry informed the member who 
bore the demand, that he recognised no 
right in ?vlr. Houston to interrogate 
him upon the subject. 
Houston then 


threatened that lie would make a per- 
sonal assault, and accordingly ho, ac- 
companied by an attendant, both arm- 
ed with heavy bludgeons-, was. for some 
clays, seen sauntering about the Capi- 
tol, arid Houston himself was frequent- 
ly on the privileged seats within the 
Hall of the House. 


It is said, and we believe with truth, 


that his intention to make the attack 
was known to sundry members of Con- 
gress ; and we have heard,from a source 
entitled to credit, that Mr. Speight, of 
North Carolina, who aspires to be con- 
sidered a leader of ihe administration 
party of the House, advised him not lo 
make the attack in the rolundo of the 
Capitol, as in that case, he (Mr. 
Speight) could not defend him, because 
it would clearly be a breach of privi- 
lege. 
Accordingly the place of as- 


sault was transferred to the public 
streets, and on Friday, about 3 o'clock, 
Mr. Stanberry was assaulted near his 
lodgings, in the manner he has slated, 
knocked clown with, a bludgeon, and 
much and severely injured—his right 
arm being disabled, the left hand se- 
verely fractured ; and his head and bo- 
dy much beaten and bruised- 


ed by many of those now present. 
In 


both cases a breach of privilege hue 
been alleged to have been committed 
by an attempt to bribe members of lh 
House. 
Mr. V. had not been able It 


find any case in precedent of a persona 
assault, for words spoken in debute.—

violation of the privileges of

House, lo assault a member, in the pub 
lie streets, for w h a t he had uttered ii 
debate, as to offer him a bribe with 
view to carry a desired measure thro 
the House, be had t h o u g h t it proper to 
follow ihe precedent, and had therefore 
put his resolution i u i o ihe same words 
which had been employed on those oc 
casions.

from Ohio, (Mr. Vance) might well be 
distinguished from that now before the 
House ; in those there was a direct at- 
tempt to interfere with the legislation 
of the House, to bribe members in the 
discharge of their official duty, to buy 
their support of particular measures 
with money or land—such an attempt, 
by a forced construction, might possi- 
bly be held to be an attempt, to corrupt 
the House itself, and poison its legisla- 
tion.

Few political readers are ignorant ol 


the fact, that in the new StaU-s of the 
Confederacy considerable dissatisfac 
lion has existed, in consequence of the 
Government being an extensive propri- 
etor of lands within their borders with- 
out paying taxes for it; and of the ex 
emption of surh lands from taxation for 
five years after sale. 
This state of 


things has, in those sections of the U- 
nion. been regarded as operating inju- 
riously to the resident landholder, by 
oppressing him with a disproportionate 
share in the expenses of the State Gov-

tive limits " 


On the second branch of the inquiry, 


•with which the committee were entrust- 
ed, viz. the expediency of transferring 
the Public Lands to the States within 
•which they lie—they remark that this 
question comprehends, in its conse- 
quences, the cession of the whole. Public 
Ilomiin of (he nation : because, they say, 
cessions similar to those indicated by 
the letter of the Resolution would of 
course be hereafter made to future 
States of the Union. 
Adverting to the 


immense amount of the suggested ces- 
sions, they state the quantity of the 
whole public domain to be Sl;090,S71,- 
753 acres, and its value to be S 1.363,- 
589.691. 
The vulue of these lands they 


notice in several aspects ; and they al- 
lude lo the grave character of a meas- 
ure, which -.vould alienate properly of 
such immense value, belonging to the 
whole, from its owners, and transfer it 
to a part only of those owners. 
They 


again notice the excellence of the Fed- 
eral system in relation to the public 
lands, and dwell with great iorce on tin- 
defects of any system ihat could be sub- 
stituted for it by the Stales. 
Besides

The general conclusion to which the

But 
they remark t h a t it may very properly 
be considered whether the proceeds of 
sales, being no longer necessary to de- 
fray the expenses of the government, 
may not be beneficially appropriated to 
some other objects. 
Before indicating 


any precise object, they advert to the 
i m p o r t a n t d u t y , incident to a govern- 
ment, of h u s b a n d i n g the resources of a 
c o u n t r y in times of prosperity and 
Deuce, so as to be ready to meet those 
adverse vicissitudes, from which all 
history shows that no nation is exempt. 
"As the proceeds of the sales of the pub 
lie lands are not \v.\nted for ordinary re- 
venues which will be abundantly suppli- 
ed from the imports, the committee res- 
pectfully recommend that an appropri 
at'ion of them be made for some other 
purposes for a limited time, and to be 
resumed in the contingency of war"— 
In such an event, they might be appli- 
ed to the prosecution of the war, or to 
paying any debt that may have been 
contracted for ils prosecution ; and on 
the return of peace, and payment of the 
war debt, the land might be again ap- 
plied to some suitable object, other than 
that of the ordinary expenses of govern- 
ment. 


In regard lo the specific appropria- 


tion of the fund under ihe restriction 
stated, the majority of the committee 
recommend that after deducting the 
ten per cent, lor the new States, the res- 
idue of the fund should be divided for 
five years among the twenty-four States 
according to their Federal Representa- 
tive number, to be applied to Educa- 
tion, Internal Improvements, Coloniza 
lion, or the redemption of debts incur- 
red for purposes of Internal Impprove- 
ment, as each State, judging for itself, 
may prefer.

The hour of 12 having arrived, tin- 


Speaker interrupted the debate of the 
Wiscasset case, to proceed to the t r i a l 
ol Samuel Houston, w h i c h , by the or- 
der of the House, was set for 12 o'clock 
this day.
